Nursing  Arrangements. 

The  Town  is  served  hy  two  qualified  Nurses,  one  a General  Nurse 
and  one  a Maternity  Nurse , the  salaries  are  raised  hy  Voluntary 
Contributions  subsidised  by  Grants  from  the  County  Council. 


Social  Conditions. 

The  Torn  has  been  a.  centre  for  marketing  Farm  Produce  etc. , for 
many  years , but  since  the  Great  j'ar,  the  method  of  trading  has 
changed.  Marts  have  been  established  for  the  disposal  of  Live 
Stock,  while  Farm  Produce  such  as  Butter,  eggs  etc.  , are  collected 
from  the  Homesteads  by  dealers. 

The  Town  -is  situated  on  sloping  ground  falling  south-south 
west.  The  subsoil  is  chiefly  Shale.  There  are  no  Industries , 
consequently  much  unemployment  is  in  evidence. 


Schools. 

There  are  two  Elementary  Schools  within  the  Area,  one  Council  and 
one  Lon-Provided,  while  almost  on  the  boundary  a County 
Intermediate  School  has  been  erected. 

The  Water  Supply  to  each  of  the  Schools  is  ample,  being  obtained 
from  the  Town  Mains. 

Sanitation.  The  Non-Provided  School  has  the  Water  Carriage 
system,  and  the  Council  School  has  the  Conservancy  method. 
Milk  is  supplied  to  the  pupils  at  a low  cost,  and  full 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  supply,  '-/hen  an  epidemic  occurs 
in  any  of  the  Schools,  the  patients  are  isolated  in  their 
own  homes  or  sent  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  outbreak.
